State Allocates 
Highway Building 
Tax Expenditure.

Apportionments from t h e 
Highway Users Tax Fund ex­ 
ceeded $400 million for the 
first time in history in the 
1950-60 fiscal year, State Con­ 
troller Alan Cranston rep6rt- 
ed today.

Los Angeles County and 
the cities therin received a 
total of $26.279.469.26 from 
the state for street and high- 
wav maintenance.

Cranston said apportion­ 
ments from the fund totaled 
$413.748.870. compared with 
$387.20T>,7:W) in U1 ^ 1958-59 
fiscal year.

The ma*jor share of the 
1959 - 60 total $296,496.891  
went into the State Highway 
Fund for expenditure on 
highways. Cranston said.

The 58 California counties 
received « total of $83.708,- 
423 by direct allocation from 
Cranston's office, and the re­ 
maining $33,54'!.556 was 
transferred to the State High­ 
way Fund for ultimate dis­ 
tribution to the cities.

Principal source of revenue 
for the Highway timers Tax 
Fund is the six-cents-per-gal- 
lon gasoline tax.

Four cents of the six goes 
to the State Highway Fund 
for highways, while the re­ 
maining two cents is divided 
between the counties and 
cities 1.H cents for the 
counties and 9* of a cent for 
the cities.

The law requires that the 
money be spent for construc­ 
tion, improvement and main­ 
tenance of highways, roads 
and streets.

The prior law did not au­ 
thorize payment for more 
than three children, Webster 
said.

The additional compensa­ 
tion will range for $12 
monthly for each child after 
the first three where the vet­ 
eran's service-connected dis­ 
ability is evaluated at 100 
percent down to $6 monthly 
where the veteran's disability 
is evaluated at 50 percent. 
Between- the two extremes 
proportionate amounts will 
be payable for percentages of 
disability.

Where the disability was 
due to peacetime service, the 
rates would be eighty per­ 
cent of the amount payable 
for wartime disahilitv.
